He is a loathsome creature, 


Thanking him for coming to Foreign Office, I said that I had 
been given the impression that he lodged at the same address as Guy 
BURGESS, He said that they shared a flat at 10 New Bond Street, W.1. 
I told him that the Foreign Office were very concerned at the disap- 
pearance of BURGESS, and it was wondered since he lived at the same 
address whether he could throw any light upon it. He explained that 
he had known BURGESS for seventeen years and that he was appalled to 
think that Guy should not have given him notice of his intention to 
leave the country. The only positive information available to him was 
that at 10 a,m on the 25th May he (HEWITT) went off to his office 
leaving Guy in the flat. He fully expected to see him that evening 
though there was no tacit arrangement. HEWITT later learned that 
BURGESS had been shopping during the afternoon of the 25th with an 
American, Bernard MILLER, whom he met on the "Queen Mary" when he came 
over lately from the U.S.A, Leaving MILLER at 5 p.m he arranged to 
meet him that evening for dinner at 7.30 p.m BURGESS broke that 
appointment, 


Between 6 and 7 p.m, BURGESS was seen in the Reform Club 
where he was enquiring for a route map showing roads to the north of 
England. As to Saturday 26th May, HEWITT has no information. On 
Sunday 27th BURGESS was due to lunch with his mother Mrs. BASSETT who 
lives at Arlington House, He failed to keep this appointment. HEWITT 
said that BURGESS was very close to his mother, never a day passing 
but what he telephoned her, and she has heard nothing from him = not 
even a picture postcard. 


On Monday 28th May, BURGESS was due to dine with Michael 
BERRY and Anthony BLUNT, and when he failed to keep this engagement 
HEWITT discussed with BLUNT the position and it was decided to report 
BURGESS' disappearance to the police. 


HEWITT said that 18 months ago BURGESS suffered concussion 
of the brain in a motor car accident and had never been the same man 
since, When he was convalescing at Gibraltar with his mother he got 
into some sort of scrape in Tangier, and more recently he had got into 
a series of scrapes whilst stationed in the U.S.A. He suffers from 
headaches and insomia and has become diabetic as the result of the 
concussion. He has also become extremely moody and uncertain as to 
himself during recent times, 


HEWITT, having understood that he was talking to an official 
of the Personnel Department of the Foreign Office, did nothing to 
blacken BURGESS's character, and indeed said that he wanted more than 
anything else to remain in his work in the Foreign Service, HEWITT 
knew that BURGESS was worried as to whether he would be allowed so to 
do. He claimed that BURGESS was not lacking in sympathy for the work 
he was called upon to do at Foreign Office, though he was a bit peeved 
at being given an appointment in the U.S.A, which consisted largely of 
opening envelopes. HEWITT expressed the opinion that he was not violent 
in his political beliefs. HEWITT believed him to be a Socialist in the 
last election, but said that he would never argue on political matters 
with BURGESS because he was far too clever about these things. He 
thought that BURGESS disliked Americans in the lump though he had some 
American friends, and he discounted the possibility that he was a 
Communist. I questioned HEWITT as to his financial position and he 
said that BURGESS possessed means and was thoroughly careless about PA 


/money, never completing. we 
if 
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money, never completing the counterfoils of cheques. He assumed there- 
fore that he was of independent means. There had been a sum of approxi- 
mately £100 in the flat which had disappeared with Guy, and therefore it 
was presumed that he had taken it. HEWITT had no idea where Guy might 
be found though he had expressed the thought of taking a Mediterranean 
tramp steamer trip, and had on one occasion thoroughly enjoyed a holiday 
at LAROSA on the Italian Lakes, 


HEWITT has been careful to go through BURGESS's belongings 
and has discovered that he took with him nylon shirts which are easily 
laundered, blue jeans, a grey flannel suit, a light gaberdine suit oe 
suit of heavy tweeds, a camel hair coat and an Old Etonian tie. 


At no time did I press HEWITT for information but allowed 
it to issue from him, 


In any event I was glad when the interview was over.

I asked Mr. Hackney this morning to obtain for me the 
Food Office particulars of Jack HEWITT of 10 New Bond Street, 
and of Bernard MILLAR, an American who left this country last 
Monday and who is registered at the Green Park Hotel. 
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Me David FOOTMAN telephoned to me at about 11.00 a.m 
on 29.5.51. asking whether I had heard about Guy BURGESS, 

I said that I knew he had been sent home by the Foreign Office 
on account of three motoring offences for speeding, which had 
caused the Embassy embarrassment. 


Footman then said that he was not referring to that 
but to Guy BURGESS' mysterious disappearance. He had not been 
seen since Friday and had telephoned either on Thursday or 
Friday to the wife of Garonway Rees, when he said, amongst 
other things, that he was not liély to see her for a long time, 


Jack HEWITT, who shares an apartment with BURGESS, at 
Clifford Chambers, 3rd Floor, 104 Bond Street, (opposite 
Aspreys), told Footmen that BURGESS hed hired a car and had a 
good deal of money. 


2 I spoke to Anthony Blunt, who had been away all day 
until about 6 o'clock, I asked him what he knew about Guy 
BURGESS' disappearance. He said that on Saturday last Jack 
HEWITT rang up to say that BURGESS had not returned the 
previous evening as expected, and that an American friend of 
BURGESS had been to the flat and found the latter packing, 

He had been out to buy a mackintosh. He had hired a car and 
had excused himself from spending a weekend with his American 
friend on the grounds firstly that he was going away for a 
holiday, and secondly that he had to help a friend who was in 
difficulties, 


BURGESS' mother knows nothing of his present where- 
abouts. He had said several weeks ago that he had thought of 
taking a tramp steamer to France, and Blunt had heard - I 
think either from HEWITT or the American friend - that BURGESS 
had borrowed a car which had been hired, 


5, I asked Blunt and Harris (Tommy Harris) whether they 
believed the story of MACLEAN being blackmailed, or whether 
they thought it was a story put over by MACLEAN to deceive 
BURGESS, or by BURGESS to deceive his friends, They said that 
quite frankly eny of the above reasons were possible. Tommy 
Harris then mentioned that he and Blunt had discussed the 
possibility of BURGESS having been blackmailed in America and 
forced to disclose information. What I think had given rise 

to this in their minds was the knowledge that Jack HEWITT, when 
he unpacked BURGESS' suitcase on the latter's arrival from 
America, had found a large quantity of pound notes. Did these 
imply that BURGESS was now working for the Russians, or was it 
just a common Black Market offence ? I think they both thought 
it was unlikely that BURGESS would have sold himself to the 
Russians, but they felt that he was such an unstable character 
that almost anything was possible,

My agent has obtained some further information about the 
DE MARCO family. The son is in fact at present serving in the Italian 
Army, but the decision to return to Italy in 19,0 was made by him in 
defiance of his family's wishes. They appear to have done all they 
could to dissuade him from going, but they could not actually prevent 
it. Since the beginning of the war they have had about six or seven 
letters from him through COOKS. A photostat copy of the last is 
attachéd, As far as I can understand these are sent to someone 
called PUSSETTO, who forwards them through COOKS. One passage in 
the letter seems to confirm that MARCO acted without his family's 
approval, since he says, "To my brothers and sisters I should only 
say one thing; help your mother as much as possible in these hard 
and sad times, and do not do as I have done, I only realise now that 
I have always been a load to my family, but I hope that one day I 
shall be able to do something useful", This seems to indicate that 
the father is probably not responsible for the actions of the son, 


My agent, who obtains this information from one of the 
younger sons, Alberto, confirms the statement made on page one of 8a 
that the father DE MARCO only put his name on the Repatriation list 
because he understood that he was applying to rejoin his family, to 
go back to London. This at any rate tends to confirm rather the 
genuineness of his assertion, since Alberto had no idea that he was 
talking to anyone who might pass what he said to official quarters, 


There seems to be no doubt that old DE MARCO is an 
extremely simple and almost illiterate character, who might easily 
make a bad impression on an Advisory Committee through failure to 
understand what was being said to him,

7 You will remember that in July you were kind enough to arrange for 
974122 Gunner J...HEWLT to be attached to the Camp Commandant, War Office, 
for a period of three months. The plan on which we agreed at that time 
was that he should be so attached in order to see whether the job for which 
he was wanted would be feasible at all, It is by now clear that the job 
is going as well as could be hoped, and that if he is able to stay longer - 
‘in London valuable results may be reached, I should, therefore, be -veny- 
grateful if you could arrange for an extension of his attachment, 


I have discussed the matter with B,1.C. for whom the job is being 
done, and they feel that it is likely to run for a considerable period. 
It would, therefore, be from our point of view véry much more satisfactory 
if some permanent job in London could be found for him, During his 
attachment in the War Office the Camp Commandant has arranged for him to 
work as a Clerk to D.R.A., and I understand from Lt. Appleyard, P.A. to 
D.R.A., that he has been extremely useful to them, and that subject to a 
vacancy occurring he would be perfectly willing to take him on as an 
Artillery Clerk, There may be, I understand, some slight difficulty on 
the grounds that ordinarily an Artillery Clerk has to do a 7 weeks' course 
at Woolwich.
